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INTRODUCTION. 


In the Act of Incorporation of the Museum of Fine 
Arts in the year 1870, “ the encouragement of education in 
the Arts” was mentioned among the duties of the 
trustees, and at their first meeting after the opening of 
the Museum, July, 1876, they voted to grant the use of 
rooms *‘ for a public Drawing School of the higher class 
which may ultimately develop into an Academy of Paint- 
ing.” Among the promoters of this good work Pro- 
fessor William R. Ware of the Institute of Technology 
was perhaps the most active, earnestly seconded by 
certain artists, architects, and public spirited citizens, 
among whom may be mentioned William M. Hunt, 
Martin Brimmer, Charles C. Perkins, and Edward C. 
Cabot. A permanent committee, with Mr. Brimmer as 
chairman, took charge of the new school and invited Mr. 
Otto Grundmann, of Antwerp, to be the principal instruc- 
tor. Besides elementary work in the class rooms, the 
students had the privilege of drawing in the galleries, 
and life classes, both day and evening, were formed. The 
opportunities of the school were at once improved by 
numerous pupils. Dr. William Rimmer gave for several 
years brilliant instruction in Anatomy and in Modelling. 
In the twenty-five years of its existence the school has 
had the benefit of instruction in drawing and painting 
from the following artists: Champney, Stone, Dewing, 
Crowninshield, Vonnoh, Tompkins, De Camp, Benson, 
Tarbell, and Hale; in sculpture from Rimmer, Dengler 
Evans, and Pratt. Lectures on various subjects con- 
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nected with art have been given by Messrs. Norton, 
Ware, Perkins, Moore, Millet, Crowninshield, Bartlett, 
Greenleaf, Longfellow, Dow, and Robinson. A course 
in Perspective has been given for many years byMr. 
Anson K. Cross, and Anatomy has been taught since Dr. 
Rimmer’s day by Messrs. Smith and Crowninshield, and 
later by Drs. Monks and Emerson. 

In 1887 a class in Decoration was established which, 
under the teaching of Mr. C. Howard Walker, and later 
of Mrs. William Stone, has done excellent work and 
added much to the numbers and the value of the school. 

In all departments regular attendance and serious 
work is insisted on, and to obtain the diplomaof the 
school, excellent work in the frequent concours is required. 
On this account the school has had a good name in the 
feole des Beaux Arts and the ateliers of Paris. 

The present exhibition is a selection from the work of 
the former pupils and the instructors in the school.
